Safety Barrier, Woodside Cottage, Prestwold. 

A letter from the Divisional Surveyor stated that 
the Highway Authority has no powers to provide a 
barrier to protect private property. 


Additional Street Lamp adjacent to the Woodyard, 
Prestwold. 

The Clerk reported that the reason for the East 
Midlands Electricity Board's delay in supplying 
this lamp is due to the acute shortage of lamp 
standards, caused by industrial action. The lamp 
would be provided as soon as the standards became 


available. 
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Chairman's The Chairman reported that the Legal Procedure for the 
Report. closing of the Prestwold Churchyard for further burials 
is in progress. 
Referring to the Trent Bus Service, the Chairman 
reported that the question of a fare stage being 
introduced for Prestwold had been raised at a meeting 
with the Area Manager of the Trent Motor Traction Comapny. 
The Manager had stated that any proposed change has to 
be submitted to the Traffic Commissioners for their 
. approval. 
At this point a complaint was received from the meeting 
concerning bus passengers wishing to alight at Prestwold 
being taken on to. the Old Burton School. 
it Was agreed that a letter be sent to the Trent Motor 
Traction Company complaining about this problem. 


Councillor Councillor Scarlett reported on the various developments 
Searlett's being carried out by the Borough of Charnwood which

The Borough is still negotiating for alterations at the
